In regard to Claims 1, 18, & 19 

• Claims 1, 18, & 19 recite the limitation of starting and stopping a vehicle engine 
including checking three conditions, the voltage of a battery below a specified 
limit, the temperature of the engine below a specified limit or that the temperature 
of a cab is outside predetermined range and if any of these conditions exist, then 
the engine is started. Although prior art teaches checking these conditions (See 
Hanson et al. US 5,317,998), prior art fails to teach checking all three conditions 
and starting an engine if a positive indication is received from any of the 
conditions.
